TMOMINY FALLS, W. Va. (AP)~5ix coal miners, isolated deep-
lv m a flooded mine shaft and presumed dead for nearly 10
days, were rescued today. All were termed in “goed shape.”

“Thank vou, God,” said Larry Lynch, the first to reach the

mine entrance in pre-dawn darkness this morning,

have delivered us from this Iiv-
ing death...I made 3 vow all six
of us would be out here together
te thank the Lord.”

Four olher men trapped in the
same areg were found dead and
their bodies were brought to the
nune opening about 7 am,
(CDT), about four hours affer
the six reached safety.

One report yet to be con-
firmed was that two of the dead
men drowned while trying to
run from the wall of water as it
broke inig the mine, There was
no reporl on how the other two
died hut oftreiats said they pre-
suwmed they drowned. Autopsies
will he performed laler today.

Another 15, who were trapped
1ust before noon en May 6 when
water poured in from an adjoin-
i and abandoned mine, were
rescued last Saturday.

The six paused for prayer at
the mine enlrance, received
amck  medigal | cheekups  and
worg sped by ambulances 6 5a-
credd Heart hospital o Rich-
wend, 15 miles away.

There had been ne contact
with the men since the water
rushed in from the abandoned
niine just before noon on May 6.
A hole was drilled through the
mountain to a point where the
men were thought to be and
touched water. Officials pre-
sumed they had drowned.

One of the rescued men told
officers of the Gauley Coal and
Coke Co., operator of the mine,
trey had rationed the sandwich-
es taken for lunch on May 6.
they had rationcd the sandwich-
with them when rescued.

They said they also drank the
murky water which flooded the
passageway. A doctor at the
hospital said the water had to
he considered contaminated. He
sajd the danger of typheid and
dysenfery exists.

A search team spotted tracks
this morning on the other side
of receding water in the pass-
ageway and followed them to
the men. The trapped men had
left their underground prison
and walked to the edge of the
water as it receded.

The six then followed 1the
search team on their hands and
knees for 800 yards to a mine
carl. The cart took them to a
conveyor belt which they rode
to the mine entrance. The cart
skpped the track but one offi-
cial caid the threc men in it
‘were in good enough shape to
put 1t back on the track.”
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70 Killed
In Ovutbreak
Of Twisters

A massive ouathreak of for-
nadoes slammed at the nation’s
midsection iate Wednesday, kill-
ing more than 70 persons, injur-
ing several hundred and leaving
a frail of damage estimated in
the millions of dollars.

The toll of deaths in the twist-
ers and severe thunderstorms
climbed to 72 today, with 48
dead in Arkansas alone. Iowa
counted 14 dead, Minois 8, Mis-
souri and Indiana 1 each.

As expected, the reported toll
climbed sharply as daylight
broke over the stricken region.
Darkness ani flash flooding had
hampered search operations.

Hardest hit was the northeas-
tern Arkansas university city of
Joneshoro which counted 33
dead and more than 350 injured.
A twister slammed into the
sotitheastern section of the city
at dusk scattering homes like
dominoes.

Arkansas State Police report-
ed 10 dead at the little town of
0il Trough, a community of 235
residents  which  eyewitnesses
said was virtually destroyed.
Thres died at Mountain Home
and two were killed at Tucker-
man, all within 100 miles of
Joneshoro.

The rash of tornadoes — the
Weather Bureau reported more
than 30 in a nine-state area
from Kansas to Ohio —erupted
as a sitrong cold front clashed
with warm, humid terapera-
fureg in the mid 80s.

Shortly before siriking in Ar-
kanzas, the wave of twisiers
raked northeastern fowa. A fun.
nel cloud roared through down-
town Charles City around 4 p.10,
Eleven were dead when the
storm was over and, police re-
ported, most buldings in an
eight-block area were demol-
ished.

Only one hour later a twister
whipped into QOelwein, 50 miles
from Charles Tity, striking first
at the south edge of the commu-
nity and then blasting a path
through the business section.
The Iowa highway patrol said
one person was killed, two were
missing and a child was report-
ed killed just north of the city.

National Guard froops were
called out both in Arkansas and
Towa. Additionai doctors, rurses
and blood were flown {o stricken
parts of Iowa from as far away
as Minneapolis.

The storms in  Arkansas
poured more heavy rain on sec-
tipns of that state stiil flooded
from heavy downpours eatlier
in the week.

Tornadoes or severe thunder-
storms swept almost the entire
length of Illinois, starting before
nooti Wednesday and continuing
into the night.

Hardest hit in Dinois was
Freeburg, near HEasl St Louis.
where four dead and scores of
injured were reporied.

Tt said 867 persons at Charles
City were injured with 156 still
hospitalized this morning,
and 3726 were injured m Oel-
wein, with 30 still in the hospl-
tal.

Gov. Harold Hughes flew to
the stricken cities to view the
damage and extend state help
this morning. He was told by
Oelwein Mayor Sam  Mazzi-
otti that damage in lbat com-
munity would run “a conserva-
tive $'4 million.”

Mazziotto also said three of
the injured werc in critical ¢con-
dition, and seven jpersons were
missing,

There were fears the death
fotal would rise as workers
searched the debyis,
